THIS I BELIEVE 

There is much wringing of the hands about the al¬ 
leged divisions in Christiandom. But much of this alleged 
division is the result of people in different periods after 
the Reformation gaining new insight to the scriptures, 
which was not understood at the time of the Reformation. 
Each new insight was an advance over the previous in¬ 
formation, but the previous group of people had hard¬ 
ened their organization around their new knowledge, and 
would not proceed any further. The monopoly once being 
broken brought a flood of freedom in religion, and each 
new period brought fresh knowledge over the tyranny of 
mere church traditions, but not full gospel knowledge. But 
anything was an improvement over what had been im¬ 
posed upon the world. 

"The Just shall live by Faith" was a basic improve¬ 
ment over human works as the ground of justification. 
Baptism by Immersion only was a step back in line with 
Paul’s statement that baptism in water was a burial 
(Romans 6:4). Holiness as an experience and a practice 
was certainly in line with God's requirement that only the 
blessed and holy would have part in the first resurrec¬ 
tion . (Revalation 201. A priesthood of all true Christian 
Believers was 6 restoration of the Christian position and 
rights of the people of God (I Peter 2). The congrega¬ 
tional participation in government of the Church broke 
the notion of the lordship of the clergy, and restored the 
ministry as shepherds and not lords over God's heritage 
(I Peter 5). The light that all true believers in Jesus 
Christ could and should receive the Holy Ghost with the 
evidence of speaking in tongues was revolutionary but 
necessary (Acts 2; 10:44-48; 19:1-7). The restoration of 
the apostolic form and purpose of water baptism in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, is another advance that is 
much needed, but as is usual is opposed by those whose 
organizational and doctrinal forms have hardened. Why 
not obey the truth also? (Acts 2:38; 8:15; 19:5)

Uncertainty over whether the bonds are to be sold 
competitively also undoubtedly was a factor in 
the withdrawal. 

As we have said here before, it seems awk¬ 
ward and expensive to transport sewage from the 
Quad-Cities to East St. Louis before treating it and 
discharging it into the Mississippi. In addition to its 
current study of individual or joint action with 
Madison, the Venice council may wish also to con¬ 
sider the advantages and disadvantages of con¬ 
tracting for use of the new Granite City treat¬ 
ment plant.

Bi-State was established Sept. 

20, 1949. by a compact between 
fhe states or Illinois and Mis¬ 
souri. This was approved during 
1950 by Congress and the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States, and 
the compact has since been 
amended three times, in 1953, 

1958 and 1959. 

Purpose of the agency is to 
provide for the Illinois-Missouri 
Metropolitan Area an -agency 
similar to the Port of New York 
Authority. 

It may own and operate cer¬ 
tain types of public works proj¬ 
ects, and it may make studies 
and plans for coordinated devel¬ 
opment of the two-state area. 

But it has no taxing powers— 
direct or indirect. It is specific¬ 
ally prohibited from actions 
which would impair or invalidate 
the bond debt of any city, coun¬ 
ty or other governmental body. 

Issues Bigger Than Boundaries 

Its formation stemmed from 
studies carried out by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Plan Association, 
which found that many area- 
wide problems transcended com¬ 
munity and state boundaries. 

An example-was the need for 
a secondary metropolitan air¬ 
port. Most of the business was 
based in Missouri, but most of 
the available land was in Illinois. 

Both states had something to 
gain from joint action, and 
much to lose if nothing was 
done. Yet. without a govern¬ 
mental agency having jurisdic¬ 
tion in both states, little could 
have been accomplished. 

Aware of the need for coor¬ 
dinated planning and action 
when they created the agency, 
the two state legislatures spe¬ 
cifically required preparation of 
a comprehensive plan for devel¬ 
opment of the 3567-square-mile 
district. 

The territory served consists 
of the city of St, Louis, Mo„ I he 
Illinois counties of Madison. St. 

Clair and Monroe, and the Mis- funds to 
souri counties of St. Louis, St. transport; 
Charles and Jefferson, The area 1 
includes more than 225 munici¬ 
palities, 750 taxing bodies and 
2,000,000 people. 

To assure fair treatment for 
both stales, the ten-member 
board which was created con¬ 
sists of five appointed by the 
governor of Illinois and five ap¬ 
pointed by the governor of Mis¬ 
souri; Commissioners are named 
to overlapping five-year terms, 
and all serve without pay as a 
public duty. 

Both Slates Must Approve 

No action Is binding unless 
taketi at a meeting at which at 
least i three members from each 
state are present and vote favor¬ 
ably. Actions taken so far have 
been unanimous. The commission¬ 
ers choose their own officers. 

Thet comprehensive- plan, out¬ 
lining major deficiencies and 
needs of the two-state district, 
was submitted to the two gover¬ 
nors in January 1951.

Agency has been headed by four chairmen — MuJ. Gt'n. Leif J. 
Sverdrup, Charles M. Boos. Preston Estep and Leo A. Fisher. 
Present acting chairman is C. E. Townsend. 

Of tlie ten commissioners serving at any one time, five 
are appointed by the governor of Illinois and five by the gover¬ 
nor of .Missouri.
